“We’re not giving a hand-out; we’re 
giving a hand up,” said Dave Knight, 
president of the Northwest Michigan 
Habitat for Humanity board of direc- 
tors. 

He was speaking to a group gathered 
at East Jordan High School for an Aug. 
22 informational meeting on the 
Habitat’s present project: a new home 
for the East Jordan family of Carol 
Clabby. 

Clabby and her two sons, Nate 
Gagnon, 15, and Jeff Clabby, 8, were 
selected from about 12 applicants to 
own the home, to be built near the 
comer of Bridge and Echo streets. The 
Clabbys will be required to contribute 
250 hours of “sweat equity” in helping 
to build the home. 

Clabby, though unemployed for the 
summer, is an assistant pre-school 
teacher working for Northwest Michi- 
gan Human Services Agency. She is 
hoping her Department of Education 
position in Mancelona re-opens soon. 

The apartment the family has lived in 
for nine years ts well-cared for, but too 
small. Clabby also has a daughter, 
Brooke Gagnon, 13, in joint custody

with her ex-husband. Although Brooke 
doesn’t stay on a regular basis, when 
she does the place can seem awfully 
crowded. 

Clabby was recommended by the 
Habitat family selection committee be- 
cause of the living situation, but other 
criteria are considered as well. Of the 
applicants, Clabby was considered best 
able to assume the payments and the 
responsibility of home ownership, and 
work in a partnership with Habitat. 

Without this program, Clabby would 
probably rent for the rest of her life. 

“T don’t believe this,” she said. “When 
I first found out, I just went around 
beaming and talking about it all the 
time.” 

When completed, Habitat will sell the 
832-square-foot home to Clabby for 
about $30,000 on a 20-year, no-interest 
mortgage, with payments going toward 
the next building project. 

Knight said Habitat has a mortgage 
success rate higher than 98 percent. 

“Even after closing, Habitat contin- 
ues the relationship with the family to 
make sure all goes well,” he explained. 
Early intervention is effective preven- 
tion, in the organization’s view. 

Knight held the meeting to recruit 
volunteers for the construction and or- 
ganizational process, expected to begin 
within the next few weeks. With no paid 
staff, Habitat relies on volunteer labor 
for most aspects of construction. 

Knight is enlisting volunteers not just 
for hammering nails, but also for com- 
mittees to coordinate volunteers, help 
make insurance arrangements, and other 
paper-chasing. There is also need for 
general office work, computer experi- 
ence, and of course, fundraising. 

Although Habitat subcontracts some 
of the more specialized aspects such as 
masonry or electrical installation, the 
group eagerly accepts skilled profes- 


Sheriff investigates homicide 


The Charlevoix County Sheriff De- 
partment is investigating a shooting 
death in Wilson Township early in the 
morning of Aug. 23. 

Donald Lee Baker, 49, of Wilson 
Road, was found dead in his residence. 
Barbara Howes, 44, of Portage, admit- 
ted shooting Baker, claiming the action 
was in self-defense. Howes was Baker's 
ex-fiancee. 

The sheriff was assisted at the scene 
by the East Jordan police and ambu- 
lance departments, and the Michigan 
State Police lab and medical examiner. 


The couple apparently had a history 
of disputes, and a sheriffs officer was 
called to the residence early Sunday 
morning on a domestic complaint. 


On Aug. 24, Charlevoix County pros- 
ecuting attorney Richard May autho- 
rized a warrant of open murder and 
felony firearms against Howes, who 
was arrested after the shooting. Howes 
is being held at the county jail on a 
$100,000 bond. 


Howes was arraigned on the charge in 
90th District Court, Aug. 25.

sionals in those fields who may volun- 
teer. If volunteers come with their own 
tools and equipment, so much the bet- 
ter. 

Clabby said she will help any way she 
can. 

“I'm not really trained, but I’m will- 
ing to learn and I'm strong,” she said. 
She likes the idea of learning some 
construction techniques so she can build 
a shed or fix things around the house. 

Several congregations in East Jordan 
have expressed interest in assisting the 
ecumenical organization build Clabby’s 
home. Representatives of the school 
district also plan to get involved as 
volunteers. Everyone who can help ts 
accepted. 

“We're lean and mean,” said Knight, 
adding, “Every step is a venture of faith.” 

Knight called the undertaking a won- 
derful human experience, along with 
being an asset to the community. 

Bob Pluister of Boyne City is the 
chairman of the building committee. He 
noted the need for immediate action on 
the project. 

“Every Saturday, we'll be working 
on this,” he told the group. “We can see 
the snowflakes coming.” 

He said he hopes to finish construc- 
tion by Thanksgiving.

A project 
supervisor, un-named as yet, will be on 
site at all times when volunteers are at 
work. .

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Township removes false signs at lake sites

Torch Lake Township supervisor Kim 
Schmidt doesn’t know who the mem- 
bers of the Eden Shores Association 
are, but he has their signs. 

Schmidt said at the Aug. 9 township 
meeting that three signs reading “Resi- 
dents only — Eden Shores Association” 
were removed from two areas intended 
to provide public access to Lake Michi- 
gan in the Eden Shores subdivision. 

Signs designating public accesses 
were already on order prior to the dis- 
covery at Eden Shores. The new signs 
will be put up at all public sites on 
Torch Lake and Grand Traverse Bay as 
part of a township effort to better mark 
them. 

Schmidt said it was possible the erro- 
neous signs were “a misunderstanding 
by some people in the subdivision, 

“Eknow that when | was growing up, 
T always thought they were just ac- 
cesses for the subdivision — but they are 
mtended for all the public to use.” he 
said, 

William Good, amember of the town- 
ship road and access committee and 
himselfa resident of a different part of 
the Eden Shores subdivision, said he 
wasn'tsure Who putup the signs, but he 
has no doubt the area in question was 
platted for public use. 

~T think (Eden Shores residents) real- 
ize these are public accesses,” he said. 
“There’s a plat map at the township 
offices that proves it.” 

Schmidt said local officials are meet- 


ing with property owners adjacent to 
access sites to let them know the town- 
ship will be installing fences to help 
define public lake frontage. 

“It will be unobtrusive, split-rail fenc- 
ing — it won’t be a chain-link fence or 
anything to keep people out,” he said. 
“It will simply mark the boundaries of 
the public property and help keep people 
from going onto private landowners’ 
lawns.” 

Fencing materials for the 16 accesses 
in the township will cost $6,500. The 
board decided to attempt to fence local 
accesses last year. 

“We felt it was a good policy for the 
township — to mark these sites and keep 
them open for the public,” Schmidt 
said. 

“We're trying to protect any means 
people have of getting to the water, 
both on Lake Michigan and Torch 
Lake,” Good said. 

One of the Eden Shores sites, near 
property owned by Eric Rauch, will be 
first to receive the fencing. The project 
could begin as early as this week. ac- 
cording to township clerk Elva Cowell. 

The Rauch property was chosen first 
because, “There had been a minor en- 
croachment upon the access,” Schmidt 
sald. 

Rauch apparently has partof his porch 
and his septic system on the public site. 

“When he bought the property, he 
was probably told that the area was 
his.” Good said. “It is a very large 
access, and the encroachments don’t 
keep the public from using it. He's been 
told by the township that if he has any 
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plans of moving things or expanding, to 
keep in mind that it’s public property.” 

The new public access signs are ex- 
pected to arrive any day, and will be 
installed right away. 

“Guess where the first three signs 
will go?” Schmidt said at the Aug. 9 
meeting. “We've already got posts up 
and everything.”

John Chuchman biked 20 miles from 
his place on Torch Lake to Central Lake 
village and back through Eastport Aug. 
5. The trip was noteworthy because it 
ended a six-year endeavor by the 57- 
year-old retiree to travel 25,000 miles 
by bicycle ~ equivalent to a trip around 
the world. 

Chuchman’s son got him into bicy- 
cling in 1988. At the time SI. he had 
been running to stay in shape for a few 
years, but found it too tough on his 
joints. At firstskeptical, Chuchman soon 
fell in love with the sport. 

“There's so much more you ean see, 
hearand feel than when you're riding in 
acar,” he said. :

Boaters should 
take note of divers 


Many area boaters seem to be unaware of the 
regulations covering divers and boating traffic in 


local lakes. 


Members of the Charlevoix Coast Guard Aux- 
iliary have received several complaints from divers 
claiming that vessels are violating marine law 
with regard to staying clear of their diving area. 

Divers in the Great Lakes and surrounding 
waters must display a special flag indicating their 
presence. Look for a rectangular red flag with a 
diagonal white stripe running from the top of an 
antenna-like device to the opposite corner. 

Boaters, including operators of personal water- 
craft, are required to stay clear ofa 200-foot radius 
around such a flag. Divers must surface within 
100 feet. Failure to comply with these regulations 
is considered a misdemeanor, punishable by a 
$100 fine and 90 days in jail. 

The Department of Transportation reminds boat- 
ers and divers to follow the rules and help keep 
area waters safe for recreation of all types.

emmment officials, consultants, developers, and others 
interested in wetland management. The day-long 
workshops will be based on a popular handbook 
designed to teach local government officials about 
how to help constituents with wetland matters. 

“Wetlands continue to be the focus of much contro- 
versy,” said Steve Harrington, an attorney, author, 
and consultant who will be instructing the workshops. 
“The issues are less about protecting or developing 
wetlands and more about what the law really says and 
how it is administered.” 

Harrington said the workshops will provide an 
objective view of state statutes and rules. “Partici- 
pants will obtain practical information regardless of 
their wetland management goals,” he said. “We will 
also examine many of the myths surrounding wetland 
protection and management.” 

The workshops will be offered on Sept. 21 in 
Gaylord and Sept. 22 in Traverse City. The cost of the 
one-day session is $75, which includes extensive 
course materials. The deadline for registration is Sept. 
9.

Party lines — soon a thing of the past 


Party line telephone service will soon be just a part 
of history for residents of Alden, Clam River, Eastport, 
Torch River, Atlanta and the western portion of Mio. 
GTE Telephone Operations, the local telecommuni- 
cations service provider, is ready to put the finishing 
touches on an $18 million construction program that 
will upgrade 2,101 customers to private line service 
and place 566 miles of new cable this year. 

According to Jim Gatrell, GTE facility supervisor- 
outside plant construction, crews have started cutting 
the new lines into service, and should be completed by 
the end of November. Also, some customers may 
experience a short service interruption while the lines 
are being transferred from the old to the new cable 
facilities. 

Privacy ts not the only benefit of this upgrade. 
Customers will now be able to choose their long 
distance company, as well as, subscribe to a host of 
services such as Call Waiting, Automatic Call Return, 
Caller Number Identification, and selective Call Block- 
ing. These options may be ordered by calling the GTE 
Business Office at 1-800-483-4600. 

Additionally, GTE District Manager, Bob Karshner 
said, “overall quality of service for our customers will 
improve and become more reliable because most of 
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the new lines will be carried at least part way on fiber 
optic cables. This will effectively shorten the line, 
improving transmission quality and simplify mainte- 
nance.” 

Overall, GTE will upgrade over 4,000 customers in 
Northern Michigan’s Lower Peninsula to private lines 
in 1994, as the first part of a three-year plan to 
eliminate the remaining 8,217 party lines in the state.

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EJ School Board sticks with eligibility policy

A new classroom and the driver's 
education grade policy were some of 
the issues discussed at the Aug. 15 
meeting of the East Jordan School 
Board. 

The new classroom is one of two 
owned by Char-Em Intermediate School 
District that adjoin the east elementary 
school wing. Because of general 
mainstreaming of hearing-impaired stu- 
dents, the ISD no longer needs a special 
classroom for the program and is it to 
the East Jordan school system for 
$22,946. 

“This is a really good deal,” noted 
school board president Mary Jason of 
the land contract purchase. 

Superintendent Chip Hansen told the 
board the room will need very few 
changes and the cost is much cheaper 
than building or remodeling. 

“At about $20 per square foot, you 
can’t beat the price,” said Hansen. He 
reported usual building costs to be from 
$80 to $100 per square foot. 

A kindergarten class bumped from 
the front of the elementary building 


will be housed in the new classroom. 
An extra third-grade section made nec- 
essary by expanding school population 
will occupy the former kindergarten 
room. 


Driver’s ed eligibility 

Members of the handbook commit- 
tee reviewed the high school driver’s 
training eligibility policy as requested 
by parent Mary Bacon at the June 20 
school board meeting (see EJ Journal, 
July 6). Bacon was concemed the grade 
requirements were not flexible enough. 

High school principal Gus Bishop 
reported after discussing the subject in 
depth over two meetings, the commit- 
tee decided the grade requirements 
should remain the same - students must 
have a C or better in four of the classes 
taken during the semester prior to the 
driver’s ed course. 

However, Bishop said the committee 
added an appeal process for students 
ineligible for more than one year. Such 
students will be referred to a committee 
made up of the counselor, principal and 
a teacher of student choice, who will 
serve as an advocate. 

The committee will consider each 


student’s situation and develop with 
student and parent input, a plan de- 
signed to address the individual case.

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Survey of former grads reveals helpful info

Results from a survey of former East 
Jordan High School graduates have 
given the board a overview of the effec- 
tiveness of the district program, as well 
as how graduates perceive their educa- 
tion, 

Of 319 surveys, 77 responses were 
returned, a 25.75 percent response rate. 
High school principal Gus Bishop ex- 
plained that a 20 to 30 percent rate is 
considered good enough to validate the 
survey. The survey asked questions on 
employment history, post-secondary 
education history, voter registration, and 
an evaluation of EJHS. 

The majority of respondents are ei- 


ther employed or attending school full- 
time. The group is seeking advance- 
ment or employment in a wide variety 
of fields, a number of which require 
advanced degree work. 

Bishop noted the unemployed are 
typically the least likely to respond to a

survey. In this case, only two responded 
with ‘not working, not looking for a 
job.’ 

Evaluation of aspects of the district's 
program generally reflected a passing 
grade as far as respondents were con- 
cemed. Only four responded with a D 
or less for their overall school experi- 
ence. Fifty-eight assessed their experi- 
ence as an A or B. 

Teacher instruction and classes of- 
fered were rated similarly to overall 
experience. 

Counseling services had the poorest 
showing, with 34 students giving job 
counseling a D or F, and only four 
respondents rating the service with an 
A. Other counseling services received 
24 D and F grades and only 11 A’s. 

Bishop said the district has already 
taken steps to improve offerings in the 
areas, 

“We're making changes to reflect 
what we saw here,” Bishop said, noting 
an increase in support of college admis- 
sion activities as well as job programs. 

“Through high school counselor 
Karen Starkey, we have an increased 
focus on academic and post-secondary 
counseling,” added district superinten- 
dent Chip Hansen. Hansen said Starkey 
helps in the search for the best college 


clusion of drama and other programs 
added in recent years. 

Graduates were also asked to rate 
each individual class as helpful, not 
helpful or desired but not offered. 

Surveys were sent to graduates from 
1989 through 1993. The three mos 
recent years accounted for 70 percent 
of the respondents. The breakdown of 
respondents by gender was approxi- 
mately 55 percent female and 45 per- 
cent male. 

Approximately 73 percent of respon- 
dents indicated they are registered vot- 
ers. Bishop said the question was asked 
as an indicator of accountability, ac- 
cepting social responsibility, and a de- 
sire to be aconcerned citizen in ademo- 
cratic country. 

The school improvement committee 
has incorporated the results of the sur- 
vey into the improvement process. The 
survey is required every five years to 
retain North Centra] accreditation.

Make your student “street-safe” 


With students heading back to school 
all over the region, it’s time to be on the 
look-out for bicycles, school buses and 
pedestrians, particularly during the 
morning rush hour, at lunch time and in 
mid-afternoon. 

Parents whose children will be bicy- 
cling to school should make sure they 
wear helmets. About 1,000 Americans 
are killed in bike crashes every year, 
most from head injuries. Helmets could 
prevent 84 percent of head injuries, 
according to the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. 

Parents should review rules for safe 
cycling with children, including signal- 
ling tums and obeying traffic control 
devices; stopping at intersections; riding 
on the right-hand edge of the road; and 
keeping two hands on the handlebars.

stay well back from the bus until it is 
completely stopped. If the child must 
cross a street, she should make sure to 
look both ways - don’t assume that 
every automobile driver will stop. 

When disembarking, children should 
immediately move away from the bus, 
and cross the street a safe distance in 
front of the bus. Children should be 
prepared to obey any instructions the 
bus driver gives. 

Automobile drivers should pay close 
attention to school bus lighting signals. 
As the bus prepares to stop, the driver 
will flash overhead yellow lights. As 
with any yellow lights, drivers should 
slow and prepare to stop. 

When overhead lights flash red, driv- 
ers must stop at least 20 feet behind the 
bus. On most roads, vehicles going 
either direction must stop for the bus. 
The exception is roadways divided by a 
median: the vehicles on the opposite 
side from the bus need not stop. 

Because it is extremely dangerous to 
children, passing a school bus display- 
ing flashing red lights is punishable by 
a $500 fine, up to 90 days in jail, and 
three points against the driver’s record. 
Such violations are one of the most 
frequent causes of school bus-related

Passing at this time (in a legal passing 
zone with assured clear distance) is 
acceptable. Bus drivers often remain to 
the side for a moment, allowing traffic 
to pass. 

Passing a bus with yellow hazard - 
not overhead - lights is allowed. Pro- 
ceed with caution. 


Pedestrians 

Motorists are required by Michigan 
law to yield to all pedestrians, and should 
be particularly wary of young pedestri- 
ans. 

Children - who may be on their first 
walking trip without an adult - can be 
very unpredictable. Watch for darting 
children, especially from between 
parked cars or other obstructions, Balls 
or other toys rolling in the street are a 
warning - arunning child may not be far 
behind. 

Parents should remind children who 
walk to school to cross at intersections 
or crosswalks only; look both ways 
every time and more than once; always 
travel the safest route to and from school; 
and make their own decisions about 
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safety rather than following other chil- 
dren into the street. 


Young drivers 


Teenage drivers can be concentrated 
in large groups at school parking lots 
and if not thinking, can create hazards 
for others and themselves. 

Parents should review all the afore- 
mentioned safety measures with their 
teenage drivers, especially if sharing a 
campus with younger students. 

Parents should insist on drivers wear- 
ing safety belts whenever the car is in 
motion. Horseplay and speeding in the 
school parking area, or anywhere ve- 
hicles are involved is inappropriate. 

With some forethought and common 
sense, the 1994-95 school year can be 
street-safe for walkers, bicyclists, bus- 
riders and drivers alike.

ORDINANCE NO. 94-1 


Title: This ordinance shall be known as the Hazard- 
ous Spills Expense Recovery ordinance. 

Purpose: The purpose of this ordinance shall be to 
provide for the recovery of all costs associated with 
any spill or spills of hazardous materials anywhere 
within the boundaries of Central Lake Township and 
to recover those costs from the perpetrator or perpe- 
trators of the spill. 

THE TOWNSHIP OF CENTRAL LAKE, ANTRIM 
COUNTY, MICHIGAN ORDAINS: 

Sec. 1. INTENT: 

Surface waters, groundwater, soils, vegetation, and 
atmosphere inside the Township of Central Lake are 
susceptible to damage from the handling, storage, 
use, processing and disposal of hazardous material 
and the expense incurred by the taxpayer as a result 
of Central Lake Township having to respond in an 
emergency to protect life, property and the environ- 
ment when there has been a release of hazardous 
materials should be recovered from the person re- 
sponsible for the emergency. 

Sec. 2. DEFINITIONS: 

As used in this ordinance, the following terms shall 
have the meanings listed below unless the content 
clearly indicates that a different meaning is intended: 

1.) CFR shall mean the Code of Federal Regula- 
tions. 

2.) Compressed gas shall mean any material regu- 
lated as a compressed gas by the United States 
Department of Transportation, by regulations foundin 
49 CFR § 173.300. 

3.) Designee shall mean the Northwestern Re- 
gional Hazardous Materials Response Team or such 
other public or private agency authorized in writing by 
the Central Lake Township Fire Department to re- 
spond to hazardous materials incidents within the 
township. 

4.) Emergency action shall mean all of the activities 
conducted in order to prevent or mitigate injury to 
human health or to the environment inside Central 
Lake Township from a release or threatened release 
of any material into or upon the environment. 

5.) Explosive shall mean any material regulated as 
a Class A or Class B explosive by the United States 
Department of Transportation, by regulations foundin 
49 CFR § 173.53 and 173.88. 

6.) Flammable liquid shall mean any material requ- 
lated as a flammable liquid by the United States 
Department of Transportation by regulations found in 
49 CFR § 173.115. 

7.) Flammable solid shall mean any materials regu- 
lated as a flammable solid by the United States 
Department of Transportation by regulations found in 
49 CFR § 173.150. 

8.) Hazardous material shall mean any of the follow- 
ing: 

(a) Any material listed in the list of toxic pollutants 
found in 40 CFR §401.15, as amended. 

(b) Any material designated as hazardous material 
by applicable State Law. 

(c) Any compressed gas, explosive, flammable 
liquid, flammable solid, oxidizer, poison or radioactive 
material. 


9.) Oxidizer shall mean any material regulated as 
an oxidizer by the United States Department of Trans- 
portation by regulations found in 49 CFR § 173.151. 

10.) Person shall include any individual, trustees, 
corporation, association, partnership, firm, or legal 
representatives. 

11.) Poison shall mean any liquid or gas that is life 
threaténing when mixed with air in small amounts, 
and shall also include all those materials regulated as 
poison Class A by the United States Department of 
Transportation by regulations found in 49 CFR § 
173.326. 

12.) Radioactive material shall mean any material 
required by the United States Department of Trans- 
portation to have type A packaging or other special 
protection or closed transport vehicles, under regula- 
tions found in 49 CFR § 173.425. 

13.) Release shall mean any spilling, leaking, pump- 
ing, pouring, emitting, emptying, discharging, injec- 
tion, escaping, leaching, dumping or disposing into or 
upon the environment, including, but not limited to, 
the release of any material classified as hazardous 
material by any federal legislation or regulation, by 
any state legislation or regulation or by any Central 
Lake Township ordinance. 

14.) Threatened release shall mean any imminent 
or impending event potentially causing but not result- 
ing in a release, but causing Central Lake Township 
to undertake an emergency action. 

Sec. 3. NOTICE AND RESPONSE: 

a.) Any person who has damaged the surface 
waters, groundwater, soils or atmosphere by the 
handling or storage of hazardous materials, or who 
have violated any local, State or federal environmen- 
tal laws with respect to hazardous materials, are 
required to immediately notify the Central Lake Town- 
ship Fire Department. 

b.) The requirements of this ordinance shall not be 
construed to forbid or forgive any person from using 
all diligence necessary to control a hazardous mate- 
rial release prior or Subsequent to the notification to 
the Central Lake Township Fire Department, espe- 
cially if such efforts may result in the containment of 
the release or the abatement of extreme hazard to the 
employees or the general public. Delays in reporting 
releases due to in-house notification of off-site own- 
ers or Supervisors shall result in penalties. Nothing in 
this ordinance shall be construed to exempt or re- 
lease any person from any other notification or report- 
ing required by any state or federal agency. 

c.) The Central Lake Township Fire Chief or the 
Township's Designee are authorized to direct an 
emergency action and the clean up and abatement of 
any release, or threatened release, within the Town- 
ship. 

Sec. 4. LIABILITY FOR COSTS: 

a.) Any person causing or contributing to the caus- 
ing of a release or threatened release shall be liable 
to Central Lake Township for the recoverabie costs. 

b.) The following described persons shall be jointly 
and severally liable to Central Lake Township for the 
payment of all costs incurred by the Township as a 
result of such clean up or abatement activity: 

1.) Any person whose negligence or willful act or 
omission proximately caused such release, discharge 
or deposit. 

2.) The person who owned or had custody or control 


of the hazardous material or the materials at the time 
of such release, discharge, or deposit, without regard 
to fault of proximate cause; and 

3.) The person who owned or had custody or control 
of the container which held such hazardous materia! 
at the time of or immediately prior to such release, 
discharge, or deposit, without regard to fault or proxi- 
mate cause. 

Sec. 5. RECOVERY OF COSTS: 

a.) The Township or its Designee shall keep an 
itemized record of recoverable costs resulting from a 
release or threatened release including an emer- 
gency action. 

b.) The Township or its Designee shall submit a 
written itemized claim to the responsible person for 
the total costs incurred by the Township or its Desig- 
nee related to the release or threatened release and 
any emergency action and a written notice that unless 
the amounts are paid in full within thirty (30) days after 
the date of the mailing of the claim and notice, a civil 
action will be commenced seeking recovery for the 
stated amount plus any amounts occasioned by such 
Suit. 

c.) For the purpose of this ordinance, costs of the 
Township or its Designee shall mean all direct and 
indirect costs and shall include costs of an emergency 
action and shall include but not be limited to the 
following: 

1.) Actual labor cost of personnel, including workers 
compensation benefits and fringe benefits; 

2.) Administrative overhead; 

3.) Costs of equipment operation; 

4.) Costs of materials: 

5.) Laboratory costs of analyzing samples taken 
during the emergency action; 

6.) Medical expenses incurred as a result of re- 
sponse activities; 

7.) Costs of any contract labor; 

8.) Costs to supervise or verify the adequacy of the 
cleanup or abatement by others; and 

9.) Legal expenses that may be incurred as a result 
of the release or threatened release, including actions 
for recoverable costs pursuant to this ordinance. 

d.) Costs recovered related to the emergency ac- 
tion incurred by the Township’s Designee shall be 
transferred to the Designee as soon as possible. 

Sec. 6. CIVIL SUIT: 

The Township or Designee may bring civil action for 
payment of the recoverable costs against any and all 
persons liable under this ordinance. All costs of such 
Suit, including actual attorney fees, shall also be a 
recoverable cost within the same civil action. 

Sec. 7. CONFLICT WITH STATE OR FEDERAL 
LAW: 

Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed to 
conflict with state or federal laws requiring persons 
Causing or responsible for release or threatened 
releases from engaging in remediation activities or 
paying the cost thereof, or both. 

Sec. 8. NONEXCLUSIVE REMEDY: 

The remedies provided by this ordinance shall be in 
addition to any other remedies available in equity or at 
law and such penalties as provided by law or ordi- 
nance.

Summer season on record 


Michigan could achieve one of its safest summer 
holiday seasons on record if traffic fatalities during 
Labor Day weekend follow the pattern set on Memo- 
rial Day and July Fourth, according to AAA Michi- 
gan. 

“Preliminary numbers show a total of 23 highway 
fatalities for the combined 1994 Memorial Day (10) 
and July Fourth (13) holiday weekends, which is the 
lowest in 32 years,” said AAA Michigan Community 
Safety Services Manager Jerry Basch. “If the trend 
continues through Labor Day, Michigan can claim 
one of its best-ever traffic safety records for the 
summer holidays.” 

Basch said the sharp decline in summer holiday 
traffic fatalities actually began last Labor Day week- 
end. “Last year, seven persons were killed in seven 
crashes on state roads, down from 19 in 1992 and the

lowest number recorded for any Labor Day holiday 
since 1957,” he said. 

Alcohol was a factor in three of last year’s Labor 
Day crashes and five of the seven victims were not 
wearing safety belts. 

More safety conscious motorists and stricter safety 
belt laws are factors that have contributed to the 
decline in holiday traffic deaths. Improved vehicle 
safety features also share in the credit. 


“Features such as air bags, anti-lock braking sys- 
tems, good outward visibility and easy-to-use safety 
belts have dramatically improved traffic safety dur- 
ing holiday weekends and overall,” Basch said. 

The 78-hour Labor Day weekend starts at 6 p.m. 
Fri., Sept. 2, and ends at midnight Mon., Sept. 5. 
Motorists are expected to log an estimated 990 mil- 
lion miles on state roads this Labor Day weekend, up 
from 975 million miles last year.
